Important to British 
Columbia- 
It is provided in tho Treaty of Wash- 
ington (inter alia) that, for a period of ten 
years after tho date at which those pro- 
visions may eonio into operation, and 
further, until tho expiration of two years 
ufter oithor of tho high contracting 
partieg shall hiivo given notice to the 
other of its wish to terminate the same, 
fish-oil and fish of all kinds (except fish 
of tho inland lakes, and of tho rivors fall- 
ing into them, and excopt iisli preserved 
in oil), boing tho produce of the fisheries 
of the Dominion of Canada or of Prince 
Edward's Island, or of the United States 
shall bo admitted into each country, re- 
spectively, freo of duty. It is also provi- 
ded that, within certain prescribed limits, 
tho subjects of any one of theso countries 
shall bo free to operate in tho sea-fisher- 
ies of the others; but be it notod that the 
limits prescribed in tho Treaty do notin- 
cludo the fishing-grounds of British 
Columbia. In othor words, tho Treaty 
opens the American markets for tho free 
admission of tho produce of our fishing 
grounds, but it does not throw open those 
grounds for the subjects of the United 
States to come and take fish thereon. It is 
further provided that those articles of 
tho Treaty shall come into operation as 
soon as the laws required to carry them 
into ( effect shall have been passed by 
the respective countries thereto. All the 
parties, with the exception of the United 
States, did their part some time ago to- 
wards giving force and effect to these pro- 
visions of the Treaty. We mentioned, in 
a brief item, a few days since, that tho 
United States havo performed their part, 
and that tho House of Representatives at 
Washington has passed a hill which will 
cause the fishery provisions referred to, to 
come into operation on tho 1st day of 
July next. In a recent article wo pointed 
out the chief sources of export, trade in 
this Province; and tho reader will remem- 
ber that wo classified them in tho order of 
tboir relative importance, thus: Coal, 
Lumber, Fish. Tho immediate object of 
the article was to point out the importance 
of having an open market in tho neigh- 
boring States for theso products. It will 
have been seen from tho forogoing that, 
on and after tho 1st day of July next, 
British Columbia will enjoy that advantage 
in so far as tho product of her sea-fisheries 
is concerned. It will take some time to 
adequately realize tho magnitude of our 
sea-wealth, or tho very important bearing 
of tho treaty provisions upon its 
development. To extent and value of 
our fishing-grounds would appear to bo 
as yot but little known. Without claim- 
ing an absolute monopoly, we may fairly 
congratnlftto ourselves upon possessing 
by far tho most valuable fishing-ground 
in tho North Pacific. This is especially 
the case in respect of oil-bearing fish. 
This enormous sea farm, which is to givo 
employment to tens of thousands and 
yield food for millions, and which is to 
build up a strong maritime forco for tho 
defense of Dominion intorests on the 
Pacific, has scarcely yet begun to be 
cultivated. The Customhouse books 
show that wo sent no more than ten thou- 
sand dollars'worth of fish-oils to the Tint- 
ed States markets last year. Of lish we 
sent none deserving of mention. Com- 
pare this with the Canadian sea-farms mi 
tho Atlantic, sending annually about 
twonty millions of dollars' worth of pro- 
duce to the American market. Tt is nut 
that our fishing-grounds are less valuable; 
but it is that their development can 
scarcely bo said to have begun, lint, let 
no one despise the day of small things. 
Time was when the Atlantic; fisheries 
yielded no more; and circumstances just- 
ify tho belief that progressive develop 
ment will be greatly more rapid here than 
there. Hitherto our fish-oils have heeu 
mot in the American markets by a duty 
of eight cents per. gallon. Anyone will 
soe the depressing influence of such a tax. 
That removed, and the markets tree to us. 
it cannot be doubted thut, the business 
will become more attractive both to men 
and capital, and that the export trade in 
fish-oils will rapidly increase. Dog-fish 
oil bills fair to become no unimportant 
item in this branch of industry. Almost 
exclusively found in British waters, this 
fish may be taken in unlimited quantities 
and at a vary trilling expenditure of cap- 
ital. Tho oil is obtained from the liver 
alone. and if properly extracted is perfectly 
clear and less offensive to the olfactory 
nerves than most fish oils. A valuable 
lubricator, it is also an excellent illumi- 
nator and bids fair, we have reason to 
believe, to take the place of other oils fin- 
lighthouse and other purposes. This 
branch probably presents the best open- 
ing for the poor man, Any man with a 
grain of sense in his head and an ounce 
of gold in his pocket may embark in it, 
and. with ordinary industry, earn from 
five to eight dollars a day. Prosecuted 
on a more extended scale, and in accord- 
ance with morn scientific principles, the 
earnings would, of course, be much 
greater; and of this there can be' no doubt 
that, with tho American markets thrown 
open to us, there will always be a ready 
demand at good prices. The whale fish- 
ing involves a much larger investment of 
capital, and the returns are less sure. It 
seems probable, therefore, that the dog- 
fish will be tho first to feel the influence 
of tho provisions in the Treaty of Wash- 
ington, bearing upon the fishery question. 
While feeling duly thankful for smaller 
mercies, let us not rest until tho coal, 
lumber, and other raw products of tho 
country also find free entry to the neigh- 
boring Republic. 

Gladstone and San Juan. 

In the British House of Commons, well 
on in last month, in replying to an on 
quiry about what steps had been taken 
towards securing the rights of British 
subjects on San Juan Island, Mr. triad- 
stone said: 

'• Before 1816 this territory was held 
absolutely in common between British 
and American subjects. Some number — I 
don't know what- number — of British sub- 
jects held land in this territory, and they 
made a request some time ago that, the 
officer who had boon in command of (ho 
British detachment at San Juan might 
remain und givo evidence ns to their pos- 



session of the land in a proprietary char- 
acter ; consequently ho was directed 
not to leave San Juan in order that ho 
might readily bo summoned if his evidence 
was required. As to the second part of 
tho lion, gentleman's question — viz., 
whether any understanding concerning 
tho naturalization of such persons has 
been come to with tho American Govern- 
ment— I think it is probablo the hon. 
member may be under a misapprehension 
on that subject. As far I am informed by 
our legal adviser in America thoro is no 
question concerning tho possession of 
land in America which turns on tho citi- 
zenship of tho party claiming it. That 
boing so, no question of naturalization 
need arise at all, according to tho host 
information wo havo, in rospect to this 
property. Thoro is, however, a great 
facility ' in obtaining naturalization in 
America, and that will ho a matter for tho 
consideration of tho parties themselves. 
Their proprietary rights will not ho inva- 
lidated if they do not think fit to claim 
naturalization ;and if they do claim it they 
will have no difficulty in obtaining it. I 
understand that some of theso persons 
have already obtained naturalization." 

Two things strike tho reader. In the 
first place, Mr. Gladstone did'nt under- 
stand the nature of the proprietary rights 
of British subjects on San Juan, or he 
would have known that these rights were 
affected by citizenship. Iu tho second 
place, it must have seemed to him a mat- 
ter of supreme indifference whether these 
settlers retained thoir allegienco to the 
British Crown or not. Ho seems only 
anxious to know that every facility was 
afforded them for obtaining naturalization 
in America. We havo often wondered at 
the indifference with which the nation 
looks on the stream of British blood and 
muscle ever flowing into the United States 
and building up a powerful rival and un- 
friendly power, while boundless British 
wastes ;on this continent remain unpeo- 
pled. But, such conduct is just in tho 
spirit of Mr. Gladstone's utterances above 
quoted.

Westminster Tragedy. 

Now Westminster exchanges shed plenty 
of ink but very little light upon the mys- 
terious tragedj involving the death of J. 
G. Dieter, lato propietor of the Pioneer 
Saloon, in that city. From the evidence 
elicited at the Coroner's inquest, taken in 
connection with Dieter's statement before 
death, tho facts aro briefly as follows. 
Statement of docoased: — About 2 o'clock 
on Saturday morning Dieter was in his 
saloon alone. Two men — one tall, dressed 
in black clothes, with black slouiked hat 
and black side whiskers; the other short 
with light clothes, black hat and smooth 
face, — entered and ordered oysters. They 
ate their oysters in silonce, paid for them 
and loft .About fifteen minutes afterwards, 
■while Dieter was making up his cash, two 
men in masks, believed to be the same 
who had just left, entered and went, to- 
wards the safo, which was open. Dieter 
assayed to prevent them, when they threw 
a cloth over his head, 3eized, blindfolded, 
gagged, and led him away towards the 
swamp at tho lower end of the city, and 
thence some distance into the woods. The 
tall man then knocked him down nud 
fired a pistol at him, the bullet lodging 
below the skin in the rearof the right ear, 
and they left him there in a state of un- 
consciousness.. On recovering his senses 
he succeeded in making his way out to 
the road, where two passers-by saw him 
and assisted him homo. In reply to a 
question, Dieter said tho books would 
show how much money he had in the safe. 
On examination, the books showed $1,200 
of his own, and $251), deposited fur safo 
keeping. 

The wounded man was placed in his 
bed, and the authorities sent parties out 
to search in the neighborhood indicated 
as the scene of tho ontrr.ge. They found 
an oyster can, in which were Dieter's 
gold* watch and about $47 in money. 
Dieter was attended during the day by 
tho doctor, and by his wife and friends. 
During Saturday night his friends in the 
adjoining room heard "a gurgling "noise. 
Rushing into the room, they found Die- 
tor's face and the bed clothes smeared 
with blood; they attended to him and sent 
for the doctor. V'hen the doctor arrived 
he found tho man dead, and soon discover- 
ed that his throat had been cut, finding a 
razor lying below his arm. Such is the 
gist of' tho evidence placed before the 
jury, who, after a short deliberation, 
agreed upon the following verdict: — 

""That J. C. Dieter came to his death 
by committing suicide with a razor while 
in a state of temporary insanity, caused 
bv a pistol-shot in tlfla head, inflicted the 
night previously by somo person or per- 
sons unknown." 

It appears that the pistol and hat of de- 
ceased" are missing, and it is scarcely sur- 
prising that various theories are atloat re- 
garding tho first part of the tragedy; but 
as to the last there seems to be no room for 
two opinions. Dieter was about 40 years of 
age and was married quite recently. Ho 
was a native of Baden. The remains were 
interred on Monday. 

Arrival of the Otter. 

The H. B. Go's steamer Otter arrived 
from the North yesterday morning. Site 
left Victoria on the 1 1th inst., called at 
Nanaimo and coaled; arrived at Com ox ut, 
8 a. in. on tho 12th. and Alerl lay at mid- 
night of the same date; on the 13th touch- 
ed at Fort Rupert and Bella Bella: left 
early on the UHu for Woodcock's where 
she "arrived early on the morning of the 
15th. Galled at* Port E<singt:>n on the 
18th and Metlakatlah on the 17th, where 
she lay over night— a gale of wind blow- 
ing—left early next morning, 18th, for 
Fort Simpson; left Fort Simpson on the 
19th, called in at Woodcock's, took pas- 
KUIigern uu board and left for Bella Bella 

and Bella Coola, arriving at the loiter 
place at 8 a. m. on tho 22nd. On the way 
down called at Fori Buport, Alert Bay, 
Comox, and Departure Bay. At Wood- 
cook's heard of a child's body having been 
picked up in Hykin Narrows, D'inlay- 
Bon's Canal, about 110 miles from Gape 
Caution, having on a life belt and minus 
its head, one leg and one arm, probably 
eaten off by dog-fish, supposed to have 
been onboard the George S. Wright. 
The child is supposed to have been about 
eight years old. Tin' body was buried by 
the Indians near thai place. The belt 
and shoe found on if are on bo, nil the 
Otter, having been procured on the way 
.down. 

jtfessrs Callon, Sterling and 10 others 
ftt&rted from Port Simpson on the arrival 
of the Otter there for Xa.u. There was 
live feet of snow at Eisingtoi! and the 
river, it u supposed , will not be open 
for navigation till about the 25th of next 
month. Ho groat a fall of snow haw not 
been known in the interior for years. The 
Otter brought as passengers Messrs A 
McKenzie, Johnson, V/ni. McNiol and 
wife, A. G. Home, F. Laughtan, Mar 
wick, Smith. Chaflin, and Thompson. 
The Etta White arrived at Departure 
Biv on Tuesday evening from Port Town- 
solid, having tho bark Doniinga in tow to 
load coal. 

For the above particulars we are in- 
debted to It. E. Green, Esq., Purser of 
tho Otter. 

ThbVold»ta.by System. — On r paternal, 
"itrong" Government having left New 
Westminster, without a Coroner, II. Hol- 
brook, Esq., M.P.P., noted as such in the 
recent enquiry into the circumstances oon- 
uet'ted witli tho death of J, G. Dieter; ho 
r'tfcoived tho formal thanks of the jury for 
she ability with which he conducted tho 
•enquiry, 

Tun steamer North Pacific armed from 
t'uget Sound ports yesterday afternoon, 
bringing a few passengers and a light 
freight. Wo are without ■ i;\jv Sound ex- 
changes by this arrival, which M> more 
than usually provoking iji consequence of 
tlie line being down. , 



News from Skeena Forks, 

Etc- 

Mr. Alox. Mackenzie, who arrived from 
Skenna Forks yesterday, has kindly fur- 
nished tho following items: — 

Loft Hazelton on the 15th Jan., arrived 
at Kit-wun-gah on the 17th; snow threo 
feet deep. Started from Kitwungah on 
the 18th, with 8 Indians packed for Nans 
River. Average depth of snow in tho 
Kit-wun-oool valley, four foot. Arrived 
at Kit-lah-tnh-max, the upper Naas village, 
on the 27th; camped the evening of the 
same day at Kit-wnn-shelt, tho middle 
Naas village; arrived at Kit cah-tnne, tho 
lowor Naas village, on tho 29th; detained 
12 days at the month of Naas River owing 
to stress of weather; snowing and blow- 
ing with intenso cold nearly all the time; 
average depth of snow five feet. Left 
Kin-col-ith Mission on tho 11th with 
canoe for Fort Simpson; met Mr. Cun- 
ningham in Work's canal on his way to 
Nass. Arrived at Fort Simpson andMet- 
lah-cabt-lah on the 12th; Willow-clangh 
on tho 13th, and Port Essington on tho 
15th. 

The winter has boon unusually sovoro 
both in the interior and on the coast. 
Dancing Bill is wintering bis packtrain 
and tho animals belonging to tho H. B. 
Co. and Buckley at Kit-wun-gah. Moore's 
packtrain wintered at the mouth of 
Skoons. Several of his animals have 
perished owing to tho severity of tho 
season. 

About 20 men wintered at Hazelton. 
Fred Black, Cain, Black Jack, Doc Hol- 
laway and several others were preparing 
to leave for the now mines on the Stranger 
about the 1st Feb. Up to tho 15th Jan. 
no news had boon received at Hazelton 
from the parties wintering at the new 
diggings, but intelligence was daily ex- 
pected. 

In Doc. a report was brought to Hazel- 
ton that certain Kit-sah-gnich-ley Indians 
had found and had in their possession tho 
gold-dust that was lost in the canoe wreck- 
ed last fall. Messrs Hankin and Mitchell 
wont down to the Kit-sah-gnich-ley camp 
and wore hospitably received. Upon ex- 
plaining their errand tho chiefs answered 
that they wore ignorant of anything hav- 
ing been found except the blankets and 
contents belonging to Ridley. They 
volunteered their assistance to find out if 
it was true, and summoned and examined 
all the indians who were any way con- 
cerned in the finding of the wreck. The 
result was that Messrs Hankin and Mit- 
chell returned to Hazelton satisfied th..t 
the Indians had not got tho treasure. 
While Mr. Mackenzie was travelling 
through Kit-wun-cool he obtained infor- 
mation from two Indian lads that tho gold 
had been found by an Indian woman un- 
known to most of tho tribi and that it was 
probabloere now she hail gone to the 
Forks to deliver it up on hearing that $100 
had boon offered for its recovery. 

On Christmas day a grand treat was 
given by Mr. and Mrs. J Hankin to the 
Indian children in tho shape of a fine 
Christmas tree. About forty children 
were present, dressed in their best, and as 
everyone received a prize their delight 
was unbounded . 

The inhabitants of Hazelton ushered in 
the New Year by the Hriug off of a tor- 
pedo (made by Mr. Tregouning). follow- 
ed by a salvo of musketry. 

No sickness has been among tho whites; 
but many indians have died from dyson- 
tory, which in the beginning of winter 
passed over the country like an epidemic. 

Tke Loss of tke G.S. Wright 

The Dead Boy with a Life Prosorvei 
about him. 

Yesterday the steamer Otter brought 
down a leather copper-tipped shoe and a 
life preserver (the latter of tho pattern 
with which the George S. Wright was 
i supplied) . These relics were" got from 
1 the Indians by Capt. Lewis/ The Indians 
| say that the boy was % /iknm or half- 
breed and aged about Bight years. The 
body had been frightfully mangled by dog- 
fish. Even the little shoo bears marts of 
tho voracity of those fish. Tho Indians 
raised the melancholy remains, placed 
them in a packing-box and buried them, 
keeping the shoo and preserver to send to 
Victoria. The body is suoposed to be 
that of a little halfbreed son (aged eight 
years) of Mr. Charles 'Waldron of Klu- 
vok, who was also lost with the steamer. 
Tho finding of the body, with the life 
preserver attached, shows that tho people 
on board had Bomfl intimation of their 
approaching fate. It is now established 
beyond a doubt that the lost steamer was 
coining down by the outside passago, bc- 
cause Capt, Ainsley had arranged witli 
('apt. Lawton to blow tho steam whistle 
in passing Bella Bella, which arrangement 
was never carried out. 



Tho River Steamboats. 

Messrs. Nelson and Dowdney, M. Ps., 
telegranhod to Capt. Cooper, Agent for 
tho Marine and Fisheries Department, 
that the Canadian Government, have con- 
sented to suspend, for a short time, the 
operation of t he law that forbids steam 
boats carrying more than 10(1 lbs of steam. 
Larger cylinders will bo ordered, mean- 
while, and put in the boats as soon as 
possible. 

A Shameful Letter. — Some prurient- 
minded wretch, signing himself "Su- 
waneo," has written a letter to the Olym- 
pia Courier (which that paper has had 
the bad tuste to publish] in which he 
says that two men and a woman reached 
the shore from the George S. Wright and 
wore seized by the natives, the men eaten, 
and the woman kept for vile purposes, to 
be eventually eaten on ono of the great 
feast-days of tho tribe. The brute fnr- 
thar charges that this conduct of the na- 
tives is duo to tho teachings and advice of 
tho British authorities hero, who have 
taught them to abhor Boston men. We 
really think that tho alaorit.V with which 
tho Canadian Government sunt a British 
warship to cruise in tho vicinity of tfio 
wreck, and the zeal with which tho offi- 
cers of that ship prosecuted their search, 
should have promoted our people from 
the publication of charges which only 
a vilo mind could eonooive, and to which 
only minds equally debased could give 
credence. We are not surprised that the 
article was written (thorn aro men 
bud enough to write anything); but wo 
are surprised that it should have found a 
place In tho columns of a respectable 
American journal.

The Geo. 3 Wright Disaster 

Alert Bay, March 23, 1873. 
Editor British Colonist: — The Aur- 
keno Indians were the first to tha wreck 
of the Goo. S. Wright, about tho day it 
happened. They were on their way down 
to tho Fanaughtas to a feast. They got 
valuable furs by tho bale. One Indian is 
said to havi; picked up 100 sea otter skins. 
The Indians are mum about anyone get- 
ting ashore. Last week I heard that there 
wen; two white men got ashore at the 
place wdiere the skins were. If so, it will 
take a long time to learn their fate. It 
was a great oversight to take 'hose In- 
dians from Fort Rupert and let them 
ashore at Smith's Inlet. Tho Indians are 
laughing how they fooled the man-of-war 
again. II is a pity tho Aw ikon os were 
not visited. It is too late now. The 
Gussio Telfair made a mistake in not call- 
ing at the different places where the G.S. 
Wright was in the habit of stopping; for 
instance, at Alert Bay, where she could 
have got the first news. This is a matter, 
with many others in this district, which 
will demand the immediate attention of 
the Indian Department; but they must 
look sharp that they are not fooled also.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe- 

Madrid! March 28— Tho Assembly met 
yesterday with the understanding that a 
voto should be taken on tho Bill for the 
abolition of slavery in Porto Rico. A re- 
solution was adopted at tho beginning 
that the Chamber should not adjourn im- 
till the subject had boon finally disposed 
of. 

Figuoras announced that tho Ministry 
hud declined to stand or fall with tho 
measure, which was contrary to tho gen- 
eral expectation. It was resolved not to 
continue the debato, and subsequently ,by 
n unanimous voto, tho Assembly passed 
tho Bill for tho immediate emancipation 
of slaves in tho island of Porto Rico. 

The announcement of the result was re- 
ceived with cheers. The JJill declares 
that the Republic of Spain will preserve 
tho integrity of Spanish dominions, and 
provides that the emancipated slaves in 
Porto Rico shall enjoy all political 
rights accorded to citizens of Spain. Tho 
Government took ample precautions 
against any disorderly demonstrations in 
the city. 

/' Paris, March 21 — The caso of tho Gov- 
ernment against Marshal llazaino, charged 
with treasonable conduct in the surrender 
of Met/,, has proved very weak, the ovi- 
dence not being sufiieiont to warrant con- 
viction.,/ 

~v President Thiers advises that no fur- 
ther action be taken before the Court- 
martial, and that llazaino bo released from 
custody. 

Madrid, March 24.— The bill abolishing 
slavery in Porto llico provides that aboli- 
tion shall follow immediately upon tho 
promulgation of its passage. Tho eman- 
cipated slaves will, however, bo obliged 
to serve throe years with their present 
masters. Other residents on tho island 
will enjoy political rights as Spanish citi- 
zens after five years have elapsed. The 
indemnity to be paid to slave owners is to 
bo charged exclusively to tho account of 
the Porto Rico Budget soon aftor tho 
adoption of the Abolition bill. 

A dissolution of the Cortes was unan- 
imously voted, and the House broke up 
amidst great excitement. In the streets 
there was no disorder, and the city is com- 
pletely tranquil. It is thought that a 
number of foreigners have arrived bore 
with a view of agitating the overthrow 
of the municipality of Madrid and estab- 
lishing a Commune. 

London, March 21— Tho steamship 
Cambria, from Hamburg for New York, 
arrived at Havre disabled. Tho Helvetia 
will replace tho Cambria and tako hor 
pclsengers. 

Eastern States. 

Washington, March 24 — Tho Senate 
met at noon. The Vice Presidentlaid be- 
fore the Senate a lotter from Senator 
Caldwell, saying ho hnd resigned his seat 
in the Senate. 

California- 

San Francisco, March 24— About 4 
o'clock this afternoon a gas fitter and 
plumber went into the basement of Dr. 
Stone's old church, on the corner of Cali- 
fornia and Dupont streets, to attend to the 
metre. He lighted a match, when a ter- 
rific explosion resulted, prostrating him 
and blowing out the doors and windows. 
He was,vot badly hurt. An alarm of tiro 
was sounded, but the services of the fire- 
men were not required. 

Devine, under sentence of death, for 
the murder of Kamp, tried to work his 
way out of the County Jail by making a 
hole through to an adjoining cell, and 
when interfered with by tho jailer he 
whipped him. The officers are very re- 
ticent about the affair. 

The funeral of the late Judge O. L. 
Shaffer took place nt Oakland yesterday 
and was very largely attended. 

From Colonel Gibson, who arrived from 
Lost River this evening, we learn that a 
Modoc squaw had visited Hamburg John, 
and other Klamath River Indians, at 
Hamburg Bar, on Klamath River. She 
brought word from Capt. Jack, asking, 
these Indians to join the Modocs, saying 
as soon as the grass grows they would 
leave the lava bed, and commence burn- 
ing ranches. A Klamath River Indian, 
living near Legget's ranch, had told sever 
al wdiites he was going to join tho Modocs 
shortly. If this be true it is feared there 
may be trouble with the Indians on the 
Lower Klamat h.

Particulars of the Loss o£ 
tho Ship "Chacabuco," in 
the IrAsh Sea. 

New York March 17. — Details nreat 
hand of the sinking, off Great Orme's 
Head of the ship 'Chacabucb,' from 
San Francisco for Liverpool, by the 
steamer 'Torch,' during a blinding 
snow storm. Tho steam tug 'Guiding 
Star' saved only tho mate and two of 
the crow. Captain Ritchie, with an 
Irish Channel pilot and twenty-two of 
tho crew, went down with tho ship. 
Among tho lost were also tho follow- 
ing named persons, who formed a por- 
tion of the crow of tho wrecked vessel 
'Aculio,' who were returning home 
from San Francisco by the 'Chaca- 
buco: James Wales, first innto of tho 
'Aculio; James Love, second mate; 
James Gray sailmaker; John Arm- 
strong, seaman. There was no further 
hope of saving any other persons from 
tho 'Chacabuco.' The 'Guiding Star' 
steamed toward tho 'Torch,' which 
was found in a disabled state and al- 
most in a sinking condition, as the fore 
part of the vessel was completely stove 
in. An attempt was made to tow her 
to the harbour, but when near Great 
Orme's Head, it was found impossible 
to keep her afloat any longer. Every 
one was safely transferred from her to 
the 'Guiding Star,' except James Lo- 
rn n, who was in bed in tho forecastle 
when the collision occured, and the 
iron plates of the vessel and other 
damaged portions of the ship became 
lapped over him, so as to enclose him 
in a sort of coop. He had not receiv- 
ed much personal injury, and was able 
for a time to keep himself above water. 
Several efforts were made to extricate 
him during the short space of time 
that remained. The bulwarks were 
sawed through, and the iron plates 
had been so far dislodged as to enable 
the poor fellow to put out one leg, but 
the space would not admit of his body 
passing through. The water was ac- 
cumulating in tho vessel, and had got 
so high that the man could only be 
kept above it by the aid of a rope attach- 
ed to his body. At this juncture, their 
own safety compelled those who were 
laboring for Loran'e extrication to 
leave him to his fate. He had been 
employed on board the steamer in look- 
ing after the cattle which she brought 
as cargo from Dublin, and was well 
known to many of the crew. He ex- 
pressed himseli grateful for the exer- 
tions which had been made to save him 
and said that he was resigned to his 
fate, flhook hands, with several of the 
men, and sank with the vessel.
